—Whereas the Central Government has entered into an agreement with M/s Ideal Road Builders Private 
Limited, 501, Dattashram, Hindu Colony, Lane No. 1, Dadar, Bombay-400014 for the development of Thane-Bhiwandi Bypass 
which is part of National Highways starting from KM(—)0/115 (Majiwadi Junction at Thane) to Km 23/509 Coining Bombay 
Agra Road at Km 539/500 and includes links and loops to coimect Bombay Pune Road at Reti Bunder), 

And whereas, having regard to the expenditure involved in building, maintenance, management and operation of the 
asid Thane-Bhiwandi bypass, interest on the capital invested, reasonable returns, the volume of traffic and the period of such 
agreement; the Central Government has decided to determine the rates of fee and period of fee collection. Now, therefore, in 
exercise of the powers conferred under sub-rule 2 read with sub rule 1 of rule 3 of “National Highways (Collection of fees by 
any person for the use of sections of National Highways/permanent bridge/temporary bridge on National Highway) Rules 1997 
hereinafter referred to as the said rules, the Central Government hereby decides to authorise M/s Ideal Road Builders Private 
Limited, 501, Dattashram, Hindu Colony, Lane No. 1, Dadar, Bombay-400014 to collect and retain the fees from different 
categories of mechanical vehicles from 12th June 1997 to 11th February 2005 at the rates specified in the schedule Annexed

:—When the same vehicle has to cross the bypass more than once in a day, the users shall have the option to pay one 
and half times the above rates while crossing the bypass in the first trip itself or if the vehicle has to use the bypass 
continuously and quite frequently for entire month or even beyond that for much longer period, the vehicle owner 
can have a monthly pass on the payment of charges equal to 30 single rates. 

2 . Following types of vehicles are exempted from the toll. 


(i) Defence vehicles. 

(ii) Vehicles with VIP Symbols. 

(iii) Police Vehicles 

(iv) Fire fighting vehicles 

(v) Ambulances 

(vi) Funeral Vans 

(vii) Post and Telegraph Department Vehicles, 

(viii) Central and State Government Vehicles on Duty. 

3. The following vehicles shall be deemed to be vehicles having VIP Symbols :— 

President and Vice-President of India, Central and State Minister, Leaders of Opposition in Lok Sabha/Rajya Sabha, 
State Legislatures having the status of Cabinet Minister/Govemor/Lt. Govemors/Executive Councillors/Speakers/Chair¬ 
men of Central and State Legislatures, Foreign dignitaries on State visit to India, Foreign Diplomats stationed in India 
using cars with CD Symbols. 

The above mentioned rate/s be displayed on board/s erected in the vicinity of the bypass. The agent shall pass a receipt 
on each and every occasion of recovery of toll.
